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Solar Power 
Mattapoisett Couple is Going Green

There are as many ways to go green as there are 
people it seems. Going green means a lot of different 
things to each of us. For some it means recycling as much 
as possible, while for others it means turning down the 
thermostat so, as I overheard one woman saying as she 
was leaving the grocery this past weekend, "I keep my 
house turned down to 60 these days and put on a sweater. 
No oil barons are getting rich off me.'' For others it means 
planting trees to offset their carbon footprint. The list is as 
fascinating as it is endless. 

For a local Mattapoisett couple the move towards 
a green sources of energy meant taking a very big step. 
The Aiello family of Tinkham Hill Road recently installed 
solar panels on the roof of their home. The panels will 
help to provide their home with electricity and, on oc- 
casion, will also send excess power back into the area elec-

trical grid. 

The Aiellos — Louie and Pat — researched the 
project for several years before they made the leap to 
install their new solar panels. 

"We have thought about doing this for years,'' 
Ms. Aiello said. "Our house has a perfect southern ex- 
posure on the back that is just right for solar power. The 
system is a 5K system that is designed to provide 500 
kilowatts of power per month, depending on the weather. 

The Aiellos made a large initial investment of 
which Mr. Aiello said, "Writing those first few checks 
made us swallow pretty hard, but knowing that we 
would get most of the money back over time made it a lot 
easier."

just over two years' time. The couple will receive both 
federal and state tax credits as well as grant monies from 
the Massachusetts Technology Collaborative and NStar 
set aside for green projects. "The rebates will make our 
out-of-pocket costs less than $4,000 and the savings to our 
electric bills will make the system pay for itself in about 
27 months/' Ms. Aiello said. 

Solar power may well be one of the forces that 
turns the tide in our attempts as a nation to become ener- 
gy independent. For many homeowners, wind power on 
a private level is just not possible due to local regulations 
and space limitations. In many cases solar power is more 
efficient than wind power as it only requires a sunny day 
to operate. Winter months, with their lower humidity, are 
months where a system such as the Aiello's works most 
efficiently. 

The Aiellos installed the system during the last 
months of fall but waited until this past weekend to turn 
it on so that they could take advantage of new regula- 
tions in the federal tax code that went into effect this year. 
Longtime advocates of alternative power, the Aiellos have 
long heated their North Mattapoisett home with a cast 
iron wood-burning stove. The stove keeps their home 
toasty warm during the coldest New England nights and 
it is a rare occasion that calls for the family to turn their 
furnace on. 

Aside from the benefits that green technologies 
provide the planet in general, it is becoming part of the

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national conversation that such power is also a benefit to 
our national security and our economy as we depend less 
on oil, thus sending much of our wealth overseas. This 
thought was invoked during President Barack Obama's 
inaugural address as he said, "We will harvest the wind 
and the sun to power our homes and our cars and our 
factories/' Only time will tell how green technologies will 
work to transform the nation and the world over the next 
several years.

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Isaacson presented the results of their independent study 
projects at the third annual conference on Interdisciplin- 
ary Women's Studies. The two students were part of a 
session titled "Women Finding Their Own Voice" and 
presented a comparison of the advancement of women in 
Argentine politics and the advancement of women in U.S. 
politics. Both the conference and the presentation were in 
Spanish. 

"We chose to focus our research on gender roles,

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, January 20 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Jonathan 
Henry. Also present were Selectman Roger Blanchette, 
Selectman Stephen Gushing, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Secretary Helene Graver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
January 6 and January 16 meetings, then met with former 
Selectman Andrew "Drew'' Jeffrey and Steve Grima to 
request the board reappoint a Marion 2015 oversight com- 
mittee. 

"One of the things we don't want to do is reexam- 
ine what's already been done ... our job is to help move it 
forward," Mr. Jeffrey said.

been implemented, but there's still a lot that needs to be 
done. Based on the economic situation we're in, I think we 
realize it can't be status quo anymore. We already have 
this report that's been done and we need to get it imple- 
mented." 

Mr. Jeffrey noted a lot of the suggestions con- 
tained in the Marion 2015 report were pretty general and 
he hopes they can break those down and assign them to 
the appropriate board or committee for implementation. 

"I think one of the things we'd certainly welcome 
would be a representative from the Board of Selectmen," 
Mr. Jeffrey said. "If this is approved, within 30 days we'd 
like to come back with some specific recommendations." 

"Some of these recommendations require a lot of 
money ... I think this is something that needs to be ad- 
dressed carefully," Selectman Blanchette said. "It's nice to 
say this is pie in the sky, but we can't afford it." 

"It's about financial relief," Mr. Grima said. "Re- 
ally, when we break down these 59 suggestions, we're 
looking at doing things that are cost-effective. That's the 
goal. We're not talking about taking on all 59 items at one 
time, we're talking about prioritizing them, little pieces at 
a time." 

Chairman Henry supported the idea to appoint a 
representative from the Board of Selectmen. 

"I don't agree with this at all," Selectman Blanch- 
ette said.

At 7:20 pm the board met with David Davignon 
of Schneider Associates and Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Superintendant Rob Zora to discuss possible 
sewer connections at 135 Converse Road. 

"We're coming before you to request that you lift 
the moratorium on sewer tie-ins for the property," Mr. 
Davignon said. "There are five homes, all on one lot ... 
and the owner intends to subdivide the property to create 
two additional lots." 

Mr. Davignon said it is his understanding there 
are three stubs already available in the road to allow 
sewer connections and he is seeking permission to add a 
fourth. 

"Each of the three lots has one sewer stub," Mr. 
Dawson said. "It is unclear to me how one lot with five 
residential structures on it has only one sewer stub. So it 
presents a myriad of issues. Obviously we have the issue 
of the moratorium and the betterment charges are based 
on the number of houses, not the number of sewer stubs." 

"Right now there's just three stubs there," Mr. 
Zora said. "At the time, that was sufficient for the amount 
of land. Can the sewer line handle it? I believe it can. Can 
you allow them to tie in now? We have a moratorium in 
place — that's a huge hurdle. Can the plant handle the 
strength of the additional tie-ins? Yes. Can we handle the 
flow? No. I don't want to see a good project stopped, but 
we have an I&I problem that needs to be rectified. We're 
facing the potential 40B project that's out there looming. I 
can't see allowing any more capacity coming in until we 
get a handle on the I&I." 

Mr. Zora said the additional infiltration and 
inflow (I&I) going into the sewer system from sources

such as groundwater and unauthorized drains and sump 
pumps is maxing out their permitted capacity at the 
wastewater treatment plant for up to eight months out of 
the year. 

"But they can tie into some of the houses now/' 
Selectman Blanchette said. 'They have three available 
connections. So three of the four lots could be tied into the 
sewer." 

"I strongly recommend that the board take this 
under advisement/' Mr. Dawson said. "My understand- 
ing is that we have applied the rule of four bedrooms 
by right, with the option of adding a fifth bedroom with 
permission." 

With that, the board voted to take this matter 
under advisement and to obtain a written opinion from 
Town Counsel as to whether or not these additional con- 
nections would be permitted under the town's existing 
sewer regulations. 

"I'm looking at the plant capacity right now," 
Mr. Zora said. "Right now the infiltration goes out to the 
ponds at the treatment facility. I'm going to tell you, I&I is 
a huge problem we've been ducking for years."

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

Rochester Fire Grant 

The Rochester Fire Department was awarded a 
$275,000 federal homeland security grant to purchase a 
new rescue pumper. Last Friday, $43 million in Assis- 
tance to Firefighter Grants (AFG) was awarded to 410 fire 
departments within the United States. 

This was the twentieth round of FY 2008 grants 
awarded by the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). The goal of the AFG program is to meet the 
firefighting and emergency response needs of fire depart- 
ments and non-affiliated emergency medical services 
organizations. 

Since 2001, AFG has helped firefighters and other 
first responders to obtain critically needed equipment, 
protective gear, emergency vehicles, training, and other 
resources needed to protect the public and emergency 
personnel from fire and related hazards. The Grant Pro- 
grams Directorate of the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency administers the grants in cooperation with the 
U.S. Fire Administration. For fiscal year 2005, Congress 
reauthorized the Assistance to Firefighters Grants for an 
additional five years through 2010. 

The new vehicle will replace a 1976 pumper and a 
1981 rescue van. 

'It's another win-win,'' said Fire Chief Scott 
Ashworth. "This will save taxpayers money by consoli- 
dating equipment and eliminating a vehicle to insure and 
maintain. We have been very fortunate to have received 
several federal grants for equipment.''

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Odd Couple

Revolutionary Road. Starring Leonardo DiCaprio and Kate 
Winslet. Directed by Sam Mendes. Running time: 119 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

If there's any unifying theme in the director Sam Mendes' work, it's 
disappointment. The morose father-son power games in Road to Perdition; the 
soldiers who don't get to see the combat they crave in Jarhead; and of course 
Kevin Spacey's suburban malaise in American Beauty. To be an American 
man, according to Mendes, is to settle for less. Revolutionary Road, Mendes' 
new film, based on Richard Yates' acclaimed but (until this adaptation) all but 
forgotten novel, is almost a proto-American Beauty. Once again, an American 
couple withers and dies inside the empty life demanded of them by the great 
suburban premise: Everyone's the same, everyone's pleasant, nobody rocks the 
boat or wants more than the job, the marriage, the children, the nice house. 

What' s the point now, though, of adapting Yates ' closely observed novel? 
Yates meant to bemoan the '50s-era conformity of a nation born in tumult and 
revolt — hence the book's ironic title. There's Httle of Yates' wit in the movie 
(written for the screen by Justin Haythe), and that's not all that's missing. In the 
book, a day or so after a typical fight between youngish couple Frank (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) and April Wheeler (Kate Winslet), the pair's two children want to 
help Frank lay a stone path in the front yard. Their presence annoys Frank, 
who eventually snaps at them, sending them crying to April. This scene isn't 
in the movie, and the kids barely are either. They're conveniently absent a 
lot of the time so that Frank and April can go at each other in ferocious spats 
that play for all the world like acting workshops. 

April proposes that they tear themselves away from deadening suburbia 
and move to Paris — Frank hates his job anyway, and it might be fun for April 
to bring home the bacon for a change while Frank thinks about what he really 
wants to do with his fife. But you know what they say about how to make the 
gods laugh. As it goes on. Revolutionary Road starts to feel Hke a tepid rewrite 
of a Douglas Sirk weepie, without Sirk's blend of soap opera and just plain 
opera — the suffering in his films was outsized, Wagnerian. The people here 
just seem petulant, and despite the histrionics of DiCaprio (this isn't his best 




work) and Winslet (who gets one of those patented contemptuous laughing 
jags — it almost derails her entire performance) the Wheelers are never much 
more than abstract sketches of conformist angst. 

What worked and was funny in the novel is near-unplayable onscreen. 
I'm thinking of a scene with Kathy Bates as the twittering mother of a mental 
case (Michael Shannon, too aware he's got a scene- stealing role); when the 
nutjob — the movie's only voice of reason, get it? — starts spouting off. 
Bates springs up and starts nattering on about the window view, which is 
in the book, but here it sounds like amateur theater. Every so often, Thomas 
Newman sadly tickles the ivories on the soundtrack, clueing us in that this is 
a great tragedy; the movie is a throwback not to '50s melodrama but to some 
of the more self-important Oscar bait of the '80s. 

If I felt for anyone in the film, it's poor Shep Campbell (David Harbour), 
who often invites the Wheelers over for drinks with him and his wife Milly 
(Kathryn Hahn). Shep has his own thoughts about the Wheelers' Paris trip, 
and the blockishly handsome Harbour, who would' ve looked at ease in a Sirk 
weeper, communicates more outlaw yearning than DiCaprio or Winslet are 
allowed. The movie ends exactly as the book does, except that in Yates it had 
a caustic tang in keeping with the rest of the prose, whereas here it just seems 
misogynistic. Mendes tries to paint as much without words as he can — the 
image of an obviously slept-on couch speaks volumes — but the movie is, 
Hke the Wheelers' lives, well-appointed but hollow. It turns out there was a 
reason nobody made a film out of Revolutionary Road for so many years: 
the book is the prose, the voice, the viewpoint. Take that away and you have 
squabbling and cliches.
